Victories in Discrimination Cases

In two separate oscs list month, 
advocated for lesbians and ga y men in 
ik military prevailed in court when 
they challenged the military's long- 
standing policy of dism issing men and 
women who are, or are suspected of 
being, gay or lesbian. The Marine 
Corps Hoard of Review reversed its 
O’WTl previous recommendation fo dis¬ 
charge Marine Corps Captain Judy 


Meade, who was charged with associ¬ 
ating with "known lesbians." And 
lambda Legal Defense and Education 
Fund won an initial battle in at* sun 
against the Naval Academy regarding 
the forced resignation of gay midship¬ 
man Joseph Steffan. 

The Gay and Lesbian Military 
Freedom Project reported that the 
Marine Corps fioard reinstated Cap¬ 
tain Judy Meade on July 6 because

Meade was court-martialed after 
a grueling, year-long investigation 
which involved many women at the 
Parris Island, South Carolina Marine 
base. The N15 led investigations into 
the lives of several women based on 
their alleged lesbian activities. At a 
meeting in April of the Defense Advi¬ 
sory Committee on Vtfomen in the Ser¬ 
vice (DACOW1TS), four of the 
women„ including Meade, testified 
that die investigations had constituted 
sexual barrassment, and called for 
their abolition. DACOWITS is a group 
of Civilian men and women appointed 
by the secretary of defense to advise 
him on Issues relating to women in 
the military. 

DACOWITS recommended (hat 
the Department af Defense “recognize 
lesbian baiting as a form of sexual 
harassment and include material to 
that effect in its training programs. “

Walking the

ALAMEDA, CA—A US. Coast Guard 
review panel recommended the 
honorable discharge of Petty Officer 
Ricardo Huertas here July 19 
because of has self-proclaimed 
homosexuality. Although the review 
board recommended that the Coast 
Guard re-examine its discharge poli¬ 
cies concerned with sexual orienta¬ 
tion, the board said it could not defy 
existing policy. 

Huertas voluntarily told bis 
superior officers to January that he 
was gay. Ac the time he was sta¬ 
tioned aboard the Coast Guard cut¬ 
ter Kush, "it was getting more 
difficult for me to serve with IW 
men," Huertas told the review 
board. "Alt they talked about was 
sc* and eventually the words Tag 
and queer' would surface„ and I 
found il increasingly offensive! 

Since January he has been 
transferred from ship duty to the 
Com Guard base here. The recom¬ 
mended discharge would come 
under what Com Guard regulations 
refer to as a 'Class Three Homosex¬ 
ual" which applies to anyone who 
"exhibits, professes Or admits lo 
homosexual tendencies" even 
though there is no evidence of any 
horit^exual acts while on duty. 

Huertas told the review panel 
that he has not had sex with men 
during the almost four years he's 
been in the Coast Guard, "1 am 
homosexual! Huertas said *1 am not 
a practicing homosexual however"' 

Ten former shipmates and CO- 
WOfkers testified in Huertas' behalf 
at the board hearing, including sev¬ 
eral who gave telephone testimony 
from Ships On the East Coast. 

Huertas told the three-member 
panel of officers that he wanted lo 
complete his service in the Coast 
Guard and go on to medical school 
to become an Army physician.

Represented by Lambda, Stef fan is 
suing the L'.S. Naval Academy for 
forcing him to resign because he is 
gay, two months before his gradua¬ 
tion from the Academy. 

“Ibe Navy responded by filing a 
motion to dismiss on the grounds that 
Stdfarfi resignation was voluntary. In 
fact, Steffan had been told to choose 
between voluntary resignation and a 
dishonorable discharge,, after his 
superiors discovered that he Is gay. 

Historically, the courts have 
deferred Lo I he miliLary, and refused 
to hear such cases. But in Steffan's 
case. Judge Oliver Gasdti of the Fed¬ 
eral District Court in Washington, D-C- 
has declared the case viable. This pre¬ 
liminary achievement is already being 
viewed as a victory by Steffan's 
lawyers, because it removes the 
appeals process from the military's 
jurisdiction. "The smolcc screen of 
J voluntary" resignation precludes judi¬ 
cial review of the Const ilutionality of 
the regulations, “ said Lambda's I .owe. 
1i is a victory for Joe SiefTan Lhat the 
court has declared its intent ion to 
examine the constitutional issues at 
stake in the case." 

Stef fan could not be reached for 
comment. His lawyer said that because 
his case is still viable, he is rwt making 
any statements to [be press.

White the NAP purports 
to be miJitanily pto-gay, Americans In 
Vienna charged that NAP is really a 
political cull which has lies to the 
right-win^ and which is "mining* the 
gay and lesbian community for money. 

New official ILGA protests were 
undertaken io combat sodomy laws in 
ihe Australian states of Queensland 
and Tasmania. Other protests will tar¬ 
get human rights abuses and harass¬ 
ment of gays in Argentina [see 
separate story] and the Canary Islands. 

Tbc embassies and governments 
at Bulgaria, Rumania and Czechoslo¬ 
vakia were also put on the ILGA 
action list. Member groups intend to 
bombard officials of ihe three coun¬ 
tries with inquiries about HIV anti¬ 
body testing and about the social 
status of gays and lesbians. 

Activists from Barcelona, Spain's

approached them and began calling 
them 'faggots." When Eller in 
responded with obscenities, the 
group attacked the two men, sending 
them both lo the hospital 


“II was a terrifying experience 
and it all happened so quickly. They 
just beat the hell out of us. ft was a 
very, very scary thing,’ said Elliot, 
who needed 18 54 itches above one 
eye and on his nose. Ellerin, who was 
net at the City Hall meeting, sustained 
a fractured cheekbone.

Women In many 
pfcdomlnantly-female Jobs don't gd 
health benefits. This Includes many 
waPresses, garment workers, sales 
ckfka, home health care workers, 
child care providers and office cleri¬ 
cals. And more than 75 percent of 
women work In traditionally female 
Job categories Idee these 

Pan-time workers—90 percent of 
whom ire female—are routinely Cl- 
duded from coverage even in compa¬ 
nies that provide healih insurance for 
full-time staff. heshians who have gd- 
Icn fobs wilh moVemcrK drpi^ioru 
or womcn-avmcd hismosa often flfld 
that thefcr employers ■can"! afford - 
health coverage for employees, And a 
lesbian who Is lucky enough to have a 
job an^jnsunLncc through thai job may 
vay well have a lew who does not. 

IILfitoricalLy, lesbians have been 
more likely than gay men to settle Into 
Jong-icnit relationship*. They are also 
more lively to have responsibility Tor 
children, whether from divorce, adop¬ 
tion Qf alternative Lnaera[nation. For 
many IcSbiAn*. insurance coverage for 
our bveiS" children will be [U*l H ilfti 
portant as coverage for our lever*. 

Finally, as women, lesbians earn 


an average of one-third less than 
men. With low Incomes and high 
health care cosLs, We literally cannot 
afford not CO have Ensirrance. 

Taking ontha-Iniuranci Industry 

Unions and the lesbian and gay move¬ 
ment are challenging employers and 
politicians to provide domestic partner 
health benefte, Bui; even when an em¬ 
ployer or a eky is willing, most Insur¬ 
ance -companies simply refuse to Write 
policies that include domestic partners. 
This refusal derailed com rad ncgcALa- 
lions for Insurance by Dl^kt G5/UAW 
at (he Museum of Modem Art tn 1907, 
and has stalled implcsttentatkxi of a cny 
council resolution on benefits in Seattle 

’tfc should not be surprised. ThU 
ts the Industry that for decades made 
premiums for blacks more expensive 
(ban those for whines. This kt an ln- 
diurry thu still charges women an av¬ 
erage of S100 more a month than it 
charges men for individual policies. 
And tilts Is (he industry that has been 
using every means passible, bath 
legal and illegal, to keep people wjth 
A EDS, and gay men in general l off 
(tor policies. 

Insurance companies have as¬ 
sumed that "domestar partners' are all 
gay men and thai alt gay men have 
AIDS. When they make these 
assumptions, they are making lesbians 
Invisible. They are being homophobic 
because many straight couples will 
apply M domestic partners, and (hey 
are being AIDS- ignorant because not 
all gay men get AIDS and not all peo¬ 
ple with AIDS are gay. 

But even before the AIDS epi¬ 
demic, insurance companies resisted 
■he concept of domestic pinner cov¬ 
erage * Ad verse selection' is Lhe tech’ 


nical excuse the industry has raised 
(and soil raises) for not providing do¬ 
mestic partner coverage. WhaE Is "ad- 
verse acted ion'? 

Since insurance companies oper¬ 
ate Tor profit using the law of aver¬ 
ages, ihey' want to be sure (hat they 
don's get an above-average number of 
sick people on their policies. Any 
time "too many" sick individuals be¬ 
come eligible for an Insurance policy, 
it throws off the average and Is con¬ 
sidered advene selection. 

Insurance companies assume Lhat 
people marry for reasons other ihan 
gening spousal hcallh benefits, As a 
result, spouses as a group will have 
an average amount of good health 
and illnesses. On the other hand, in¬ 
surance companies assume that, given 
ihc chance, many people will desig¬ 
nate a non-lover as a "domcsic part¬ 
ner" because they have a roommate 
or friend who Is ill and needs cover¬ 
age. So they Assume that domestic 
partners as a group will include an 
above-average number Of sick people, 
many of whom are not really domes¬ 
tic partners ai all ThaTs why they 
think domestic partner coverage 
would lead to adverse selection. The 
prejudices that lie behind these as¬ 
sumptions arc that domestic partner 
relationship* are not as legitimate u 
marriages, and that (he kind of people 
who would openly claim to have a 
lover (.straight, lesbian or gay) are 
I ike ly Eo be liars. 

Two solutions have been devel¬ 
oping to the so-called problem of ad¬ 
verse selection A( ihc tbfce; 

couples register as co-habiting 
'spousal equivalents" with an affidavit 
and geL covered one year later. So id's 
impossible lo get quick coverage for a 
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ikk friend, and word Is likely io get 
out if you're not rally lovers, During 
die seven years (he policy has been in 
effect, there have been ?cro cases of 
fraud at die Voice. 

In ihc city of Berkeley * California, 
and Us Unified School District, which 
have had coverage for five years, cou¬ 
ples swear out an affidavit that they 
arc CO-habiting and sharing the ncces- 
siEics of fife. They are legally liable to 


refund to the employer any benefits 
received if the relationship is a fraud. 
Under either system domes! ic partners 
have io put up with stricter rules than 
married couples* but the insurance 
company is protected from potential 
cheaters. Under either system, domes¬ 
tic partners as a group would tend to 
have the same amounts of good and 
bad health as spouses. 

Since these Cimc-Lesled solutions 


to the problem of adverse selection 
exist, the continuing refusal by the in¬ 
surance industry Io cover domestic 
partners is primarily a problem of dis- 
criminatiCEi. Lesbians have a special 
stake in bringing that discrimination 
to an end 

Until we achieve the goal of na¬ 
tional hcahh insurance, domestic part¬ 
nership is an interim measure worth 
struggling far ▼ 


AIDS Treatment News 

ddl Overview and Importance 


by John S James 

Ddl emerged from [he June 
Montreal AIDS conference with 
widespread professional consensus 
that it is the most important new AIDS 
antiviral at this lime- The drug ap¬ 
pears to be much less toxic than ACT, 
and (he toxidtics it does have are dif¬ 
ferent—opening doors to more effec¬ 
tive doses* u well as combination 
therapies. 

Like AZT, ddl is not a cure, and 
will have to be used as a maintenance 
irealmenL It can be taken kss frequent¬ 
ly than ACT, probably Lwicc a day. 

Although Lhe drug is in (he same 
general class as AZT. ihere dots not 
appear to be cross resistance—mean¬ 
ing thaL strains of the virus w hich have 
become raisiani to ACT are not auto¬ 
matically resistant to ddL Therefore, 
ddl may be effective for people for 
whom AZT nq longer works well. Ddl 
may also be synergistic with AZT a 
meaning that the combination may 
work even better than would be ex¬ 
pected by adding the efficacies of the 
two separate drugs together. But no 
one knows for sure, because as far as 
we know there have been no human 
tests of Lhe combin al ion. 

Eventually AIDS virus strains will 
probably develop resistance to ddl, as 
with AZT. But the new drug should at 
least work for some time for people 


who cannot use ACT. or for whom 
AZT is no longer effective. And labo¬ 
ratory tests have suggested that when 
different drugs attack the virus in dif¬ 
ferent ways (as suggested here by 
lack of cross resistance)* k may take 
much longer for the vims io develop 
resistance To I he combination than to 
any of the drugs separately. 

Some scientists also suspect that 
bone-marrow [oxicily from prolonged 
use of ACT might make rL more diffi¬ 
cult for the immune system to recov¬ 
er, even if ihe virus causing the im¬ 
mune deficiency can be stopped, Ddl 
may provide evidence of whether or 
not this theory is true, by allowing 
ACT lo be compared With an antiviral 
which has no bone-marrow toxicity, it 
will be Important to see whether T- 
helper cells (for example) recover 
fastest With ddl alone. ACT alone, of 
a combination of the two. 

In short, ddl will be most impor¬ 
tant for those who cannot use ACT, 
But also it may open doors to a 
whole range of new treatment po&sl- 
btliiies, making possible creative re¬ 
search which can advance IIIV man¬ 
agement for ihe benefit of everyone. 

These patents! benefits, however, 
may be slowed or blocked by the inef¬ 
fectual system of clinical research now 
in power. For example, no matter how 
clearly ddl works, the drug will have 


to go through a two-year ritual in 
which a statistically significant number 
of dcafhs and serious Infections must 
accumulate m (hose in a control group 
not receiving the treatment. Trials to 
look directly at which patients do or 
do not improve while using (he drug 
could be conducted much more rapid¬ 
ly, and would provide escadly the in¬ 
formation patients and physicians wan( 
to know—but such trials would not be 
aoccptcd for drug approval, because it 
is hard to measure patient Improve¬ 
ment scientifically. 

Since important antivirals will 
take years to go through the approval 
process, and patients cannot wait for 
reform of the current unproductive re¬ 
search system and the entrenched in¬ 
terests behind it, immediate discus¬ 
sion has focused on programs to 
make drugs available before lull ap¬ 
proval to those who need them 
most—after Lhe drugs have passed 
safely tests and shown some evidence 
(hat they work. The basic fad! shaping 
this d^cussion is (he conflict between 
(he interests of paLienLSj who want 10 
have more and better treatment op- 
(ions available, and the Interest of in- 
aiittions which, for differing reasons, 
want Io restrict access. ▼

Orphan Drug Aoi 
(which give the licensee tax 
breaks and a limited 
monopoly), there was no 
shortage of would’bc spon¬ 
sors. In ihe end, giant phar¬ 
maceuticals got the orphans;: 

Hoffman-La Roche got ddC 
and Bristol Myers (aided, no 
doubt, by an executive's 
role as a [ftp Buih fundrais¬ 
er) got dd!, 

All these drugs (which 
are called nudcoside ana¬ 
logues) work in a simitar manner. 
They *iuch to the DNA of celts that 
are dividing, and cause "premature 
chain I eimi nation." This means chat 
the UNA breaks off before HIV can 
copy itself onto the cellular DMA 
bringing new viral 
replication to a halt.

In recent months, the issue of 
AIDS has undergone a marked decline 
In newspaper coverage and his seem¬ 
ingly evaporated from mrionaE news 
broadcasts. While che numbers of cases 
have continued 10 mount, the 
American! population has largely been 
brought to the conclusion that the 
advancements made in AIDS policy- 
malting and research have been 
brought "Under control * Column lsts in 
the nation's leading daily newspapers 
hive expressed can fusion as Eo how 
the media Can now cover AIDS issues. 

Callers into radio talk shows arc echo¬ 
ing complaints buzzing within the 
medical community that there is now 
too much attention placed on AIDS. 

Which Speaks to what ATDE advo¬ 
cates are Viewing as probably the 
biggest problem facing the cvef-eypand- 
ing epidemic: complacency. And that compbocncy makes 
addressing the vital issues of civil rights and health care in 
the epidemic all the more difficult. 

Over eigh* years and 60,000 deaths into she epidemic, 
activists, scientists,, physicians, health commissions and 
politicians have singled out the guarantee of civil rights 
a virt^I step in bringing this national health problem under 
control- And while a handful of states, counties and cities 
have pissed AIDS anti-discrimination measures. Id date, in 
most parts of the LL5. F people with AIDS and HIV infection 
are Only free from discrim ination in employment w|lh In the 
federal government and in housing. 

'Every single report or commission that has addressed 
the AIDS epidemic has called for anti disefirninat Ion pre¬ 
lection as a means of helping to stop the spread of AIDS,' 
Says American Civil Liberties Union AIDS lobbyist Ghai 
Feldblum. "Public officials have consistently and vigorously 
staled that, in order to encourage voluntary HEV antibody 
testing, individuals must fed lhal they may undergo such 
testing without fear of subsequent discrimination. - 

White ami-discruninalcm protections were the center- 
piece of the June J?88 report of the Presidential 
Commission on the HIV Epidemic, then-Prcsidonl Ronald 
Reagan brushed aside the proposal and left the issue to be 
addressed by Incoming President George Bush and the 
US- Congress. 

And in November 19&8. when Congress sii poised to 
pass the nation's first comprehensive AIDS bill including 
such anti-discrimination measures, a last-minute delaying 
tactic by arch-conservative Sen- Jesse Helms (R-NO effec¬ 
tively extracted ihe anti-discrimination measures, leaving 
them to be deal* with by the lOlsl Congress. 

Currently all hopes arc being primed on the oompre- 
hensive Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) which 
would—after 25 years—extend to all people with disabili¬ 
ties the antl-discrimintaiion protections of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1961 


But while President Bush even endorsed the bill dur* 
tag his 1988 election campaign, it Is currently undergoing 
strict review by the White House and leading Senate 
Republicans on several details. Including employment antl- 
di scrim inal ion. provisions pertaining to small businesses.

The KsilthCirv Crnb 

In no other area have the failures of the nation's 
health care delivery system been displayed than in the 
country's addressing the myriad of such problems around 
the AIDS crisis. And nowhere else In the portrait of AIDS in 
the final months of the 1980s does the picture offer a more 
bleak outlook. 

Mayors, hospitals, nurses" and doctors" groups and 
researchers have joined AIDS advocates in pointing out ihe 
seemingly insurmountable problems of nursing shortages, 
patient dumping, homeless people with AIDS and stagger¬ 
ing health care costs facing the nation. Over and over 
again panels and advocacy groups have predicted that 
AIDS may soon completely bankrupt the nation": health 
are system. Experts are predicting that costs of AIDS care 
may result in increased hospital charges up to 20 percent a 
year for ihc next two years for all Services. One Mew York 
City hospital alone recently reported 1JOO AIDS patients 
on its daily census. 

Orte doesn't have to look far to see the effects that 
"hospital grid-lock* is having on care for the entire range of 
the nation's ills. 

"Where will the second lpD.QOG go for care?* ask* 
Donna Richardson of the American Nurses Association. 
"With Lhe Public Health Service estimating 1 to L5 million 
infected Americans, hospitals and communities which 
believe they have been untouched will share the cost of 
care, even if they have not identified any HIV Infected indl- 
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victuals as of yet... k hats been said ihai homelessness in 
New York Ls in AIDS Calcutta. The second 100,000 could 
be as devaflailng in its death Loll and citizens' morale as 
the Civil was lo this nation." 

Neither are easy soluto forthcoming, While federal 
AIDS program director Or. Anthony Fauci has pubiidy stat¬ 
ed that the National Institutes of Health—a medical 
research Lnstilution—will seek to do iLs part In addressing 
ihe nationwide problem, and Sen. Edward Kennedy CD¬ 
MA) has stared he will add five new health care financing 
proposals to his aJ ready-pending measures addressing 
some of the health care delivery problems head-on, in an 
age of city, sate and federal budget constraints, things are 
expected to get infinitely worse before they get any benet. 

Consider the following statistics^

have compromised much of the nation's health care sys¬ 
tem.

* O t [he lOOjOQQ* cases now repealed, TfiCO of Those Lave 
bMn infants, diidren and UKfiagcra Three thousand nfarls will 
be bom wih AIDS annutfly, beginning this year. 

’ HIV infection rates are dlmUng among women 
faster than in any other population. 

' Since AIDS disproportionately strikes those below 
i0 t the disease already ranks as the seventh leading cause 
of 'Years of Potential Life Lost*—a measure devised by 
staticians. By 1991 H is expected to be ranked third. By 
1995 it may possibly be first. 

* This ycaf, the economic impact of AIDS is estimated 


at S32 billion. By 1991, eflimates put that number at dose 
To j 141 billion. 

Meanwhile, Congress is considering a fiscal 1990 AIDS 
budget of $1.6 billion, S300 million short of what the US. 
Health and Human Services Department predicted would 
be needed for 199& 

Thi Future 

The chief challenges in facing ihe morbid predict Iona 
appear lo be twofold; money and complacency. 

And with a growing complacency gripping the public 
consciousness and a heightened sense of competition 
between AIDS activists and ihcac pushing for research and 
attention for diseases other than AIDS, the money prob¬ 
lems are expected to worsen 

Case in point: the federal AIDS budget. In approving 
the Labor, Health and Human Services Budget for Fiscal 
Year 2990 in late July, the ll.S. House Appropriations 
Committee for the firs time left AIDS research funding to 
the competitive process of the National Institutes for 
Health. While AIDS lobbyists are promising to push the 
Senate to earmark funding for AIDS research, they arc 
clearly stating that the creeping competition between 
researcbers—a competition AIDS activists want no part 
of—Is beginning to make its effects felt- 

"Tbere should be funding for AIDS research and Can¬ 
cer research," staLcd outgoing National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force Executive Director JcJf Levi. "It shouldn't be 
cancer research at ihe expense of AIDS research." 

Government complacency is perhaps taking an even 
greater toll on people of color who are being hit dispro¬ 
portionately by AIDS. Just as homophobia has been 
responsible for government's scandalous neglect of people 
with AIDS, so loo has racism and a basic lack of caring for 
the poor and disenfranchised caused a lack of even the 
most basic of prevention and epidemiology Audios intend¬ 
ed lo- slow ihe spread pf AIDS among those populations. 

But if (here is a bright spot fcn the portrait of AIDS 
300,000 cases into the epidemic it is in the arena of AIDS 
research efforts, where, thanks largely to ihe work of AIDS 
adivlsts, unprecedented gains have been made. 

Now four drugs are on the market to (real AIDS and 
AIDS-related disorders: one other is available through ihe 
Food and Drug Administration's "Treat me rU IND 
QflWtlgatlonaL New Drug]* * program. By September, ddl, a 
new and promising anti-HIV drug is expected to begin 
broad human trials, both in strictly controlled university 
studies and in another far-reaching program called a "paral¬ 
lel track" system, intended to help patients not qualifying 
for university studies to receive the drug free of charge. 

Bui ic continue to make advances, all agree: the com¬ 
placency around Lbe epidemic must be shattered. 

"Our coalition effort here today marking this tragic 
event is evidence of a Stronger, more powerful, more 
diverse AIDS advocacy community,' staled Meridian. 'Wfe 
are hopeful that our works and proposals will be heard 
and acted upon 

"For me and 99,999 others, it Is a matter of life and 
death."

According io declarations filed with ihcir court appeal, signaturc-gathercra 
abo told voters that the law would lad to higher taxes to pay for health bene¬ 
fits for partners and would be “ibc first step io allowing hcmoscxuaJs to adopt 
children." The city controller's office, however, has declared che legislation 
would not cost taxpayers anything because any increased insurance coses 
would be the responsibility of city employees. The ordinance makes no refer¬ 
ence to adoption. 

While ballot initiatives and repeal petitions are often the target of charges 
of improper signature gathering, t is unusual for critics to seek Legal sanoiorts 
as Bologna and Erskine have. Because the repeal petitions were aimed at legis¬ 
lation that had already been enacted, the city attorney's office was unable to 
say at this time what effect a court order to decertify the petitions would have. 
One of two things seems likely: either the law would immediately take effect 
and would not therefore be subject io another repeal move, or a 3CNlay waiting 
period would go into effect during which new repeal petitions could be filed. V
